Af the Magistracy yesterday ‘Williom Nattall, 
» clerk in the registration department of the 
General Post Office, was charged «with having 
fraudulently removed postage stamps from nine 
parcels in the Hongkong Post Office on the 
19th inst. Mr, Bowley prosecuted and Mr. 
Goldring appeared for the defence. . 

Mr, Bowley outlined tho casc for the pro- 
secution, “He stated that defendant way o clerk: 
in the registration branch of the General Post 
Office’ whore he had heon for two or three years, 
Tt was his duty to reseive parcels handed in by 
the public after they have been stamped. Ho 
had nothing todo with the sale of stamps, which 
aro cold by a Chinose shroff who woighs the 
parcels and tella the persons posting them 
what they lave to pay. After the stamps are 
affixed the parcel is handod to the counter
